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DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 2/16/06 
has been entered. 

Status of Claims 

2. Due to communications filed 2/16/06, the following is a non-final office action. 
Claims 1,9, 14-16, 19-32, 44, and 53-55 are cancelled. Claims 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 10, 11, 12, 
17, 18, 33, 45, 56, 57, and 58 have been amended. Claims 59-61 have been added. 
Claims 2-8, 10-13, 17, 18, 33-43, 45-52, and 56-61 are pending in this application and 
have been examined on the merits. The previous rejection has been withdrawn and the 
following reflects the claims as amended. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
I. Claims 33-43, and 45-52, drawn to Market analysis, and demand 

forecasting, classified in class 705, subclass 10. 
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II. Claims 2-8, 10-13, 17-18, 56, 57, 59-62, drawn to Operations research, 
classified in class 705, subclass 7. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination of invention II 
deals with the identification of second list purchasers through identification of lists that 
were successfully used by a first list purchaser. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as identifying successful lists of prospective customers for a list purchaser. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
